TOMATO INDUSTRY 


AT SANE CRIS 





In response to appeals from 
both the ranchers and canners of 
the Chino district H. J. Wilder, 
farm advisor, and other members 
of the Agricultural Extension Ser- 
vice staff in San Bernardino 
County have started investiga- 
tions with the view to save the 
tomato industry now threatened 
with total extinction through var- 
ious plant diseases. 

Unless a remedy is found for 
these diseases the canners an- 
nounce that they will not accept 
tomatoes another year. 

In eompany with Dr. M. Shapa- 
valoi and Dr. George Leslie, both 
of the Riverside Experiment Sta- 
tion, Mr. Wilder made a tour of 
the larger tomato fields in the 

Chino district last week. 
Seems to Offer 
Practica] Solution 

The report of these two experts 
Was received yesterday and seems 
to offer a practical solution of 
the problem which has caused 
considerable agitation among the 
ranchers who faced the possibility 
of total elimination for one. of 
their heavy erops. 

The experts, who are stationed 
at Riverside to study various to- 
mato diseases, both reported that 
the primary trouble at Chino was 
fusarium wilt and not other and 
more dreaded diseases. 

Mr. Wilder stated yesterday 
that fusarium wilt may be almost 
entirely avoided through the 
simple rotation of crops in which 
tomatoes would be planted not 
oftener than once in three or 
four years. 

Start Work on 
Rotation Tables 

Mr, Wilder and the Riverside 
experts are now at work on rota- 
tion tables which will be practical 
and will furnish crops which ean 


ranchers. 

At present there are over 500 
acres of tomatoes in Chino and 
larger crops have been grown for- 
merly before wilt set in. The 
eanners want to encourage the 
tomato industry but 
so when the tomatoes are of poor 
grade as at present. 

Practically no blight or nema-| 
tode was found in Chino tomato} 
fields.

If we ever intend to control our water supply, we should establish a right by pur- 


chase and use now, while it is possible to do so at a reasonable price.

man not only has: the present well in hand, but also prepares for the needs of the future 
to the best of his ability. The City of Upland should de the same, and do it now. 


Regarding the water rate and the tax rate, if the bonds earry. 


It is the desire 


of the Water Committee appointed by the Chamber of Commerce and the present Board 
of Trustees of the City that the Water Department of the City be self-supporting. To 
do this it will be necessary to continue the rate now charged by the Citizens Land and 


Water Co., for some years to come; 


which rate with normal increase in population should 


take care of operating expense, interest, and annual payments on the prineipal, and leave 


a surplus for new service connections as needed. 


In other words, 


it is not the intention 


to establish a low water consumer rate and then saddle a possible deficit onto the tax- 


payer,

THE EGLIPSE AS 
WE WILL SEE IT 


A vivid word picture of what 
the people of Upland and neigh- 
boring cities will see during the 
eclipse next Monday was painted 
by Dr, Ford <A, Carpenter, in 
charge of the meteorological de- 
partment of the Chamber of Com- 
merce at Los Angeles. 

Dr. Carpenter said in part: 

‘‘During the time of the total 
solar eclipse next Monday there 
will be an exhibition of the dim- 
ming of the light of the sun such 
as has not occurred in a century. 

‘‘An hour before the middle of 
the three-hour period of mid-day 
twilight, the aceustomed circular 
appearance of the sun will be 
changed to one of irregularity. 
The intervening moon will gradu- 
ally reduce the amount of sun- 
light until at five minutes before 
1 o’clock only a thin, brilliant 
erescent of light remains of the 
sun, 

“From 12:55 p, m. until 2:17 
p. m. the light will gradually in- 
crease.”’ 

Dr, Carpenter stated that the 
effect of the eclipse would be to 
produce conditions very similiar 
to early dawn or twilight, but 
he does not anticipate any drop 
in temperature, 

In view of the fact that tens 
of thousands will take the oppor- 
tunity some time during the eclipse 
to look at the sun, Dr. Carpenter 
gave the following advice: 

‘Tt is of the utmost importance 
to those who remain outside the 
region of totality that they use 
smoked glass in viewing the par- 
tial eclipse, which will be 9% per 
cent viewed in Los Angeles. 
Everyone, whether viewing the 
total or partial eclipse, should, 
within the next few days cover 
pieces of glass with a coating of 
lampblack by allowing a candle 
flame to blacken a bit of glass. 

“One good method is to use 
two pieces of glass, each three 
inches wide and seven inches long. 
Coat one piece with soot-from a 
candle or oil lamp and protect the 
blackened side with another bit 
of glass of the same size, binding 
the edges with gummed paper. 
Every one should prepare several 
such smoked glasses. 

“Tt is not safe to view the sun 
even with spectacles such as are 
used by gas welders, Ordinary 
dark glasses are positively dan- 
gerous.

New county tax rate was fixed 
yesterday by the Board of Supervis- 
ers at $3.00 inside cities and $3.50 
outside of cities. The additional tax 
outside of cities is 45 cents for dis- 
trict road tax and 5 cents for the 
county library. 

The supervisors made one or two 
slight changes in the tentative rates 
previously announced for the school 
district tax. 

The new rate is 5 cents under 
that of last year, and includes emer- 
gency levies of 8% cents for resur- 
facing paved highways and 12 8-10 
cents for the county fireproof court- 
house addition.

Southern California wineries pro- 
duced 2,524,909 gallons of wine dur- 
ing the fiscal year which closed 
July 1, and the withdrawals for the | 
same period amounted to 1,079,744 
gallons, according to a survey of 
the stocks of wines held in bonded 
wineries which was completed re- 
cently by Collector of Internal Rev- 
enue Rex Goodcell and forwarded 
to Washington. Private stocks 


held in homes are not included in 
the wine reported by the federal 
chief. 


Withdrawals of wine from bond- 
ed wineries for the year was l,- 
079,744 gallons. Of this quantity, 
655,889 gallons were shipped in 
bond to points outside of California, 
Only 64,487 gallons were withdrawn 
tax paid for distribution in Cali- 
fornia for religious and medicinal 
purposes, while 155,702 gallons were 
removed for distilling. The losses | 
on storage and from’ evaporation 
were 199,666 gallons. A total of 
-,808,669 gallons of wine was on 
hand in the bonded wineries on 
July 1. 

Of the 2,524,909 gallons of wine 
nvade in Southern California in 1923, 
1,385,148 gallons were under 14 per 
cent; 1,128,923 over 14 per cent 
and under 21 per cent, and pea 
gallons over 21 per cent and under 
24> per cent. Comparison of the 
production with the withdrawals in- 
dicates that the supply of wine held 
in bonded wineries is materially in- 
creasing. Approximately 26,000,000 
gallons of wine are held in the 
bonded wineries of the entire State 
of California, of which 125 are lo- iS

Kipf, executive secretary of the Farm 
Bureau. 

Secretary Kipf was in Redlands for 


a short visit with officers of the Redlands 
Farm Center. The coming conferences, 
was emphasized by Mr. Kipf, will not 
in any way be in the nature of investi- 
gations, but will be strictly educational 
and constructive. Assessor Allen is heart- 
ily in favor of the move, Mr. Kipf said, 
in getting 
tax assessments and land values on a 
thoroughly equable basis. There has been 
criticism in the past, this criticism was 


not in any way constructive and was 


| usually based on conclusions brought about 


through imperfect knowledge of conditions 
and values. The Farm Bureau, through 
its committee, decided that cooperation 
could best be given if the facts of taxa- 
tion were thoroughly understood and the 
taxpayer is in direct touch with affairs 
of the assessing methods. 
Confident to Help 

“Instead of finding fault 
in general,” Mr. Kipf_ said, 
Bureau believes that educational 
will result in equal assessments. 
payers are prone to kick at taxes, be 
small or large, yet the fact 
taxes must remain. If they 
spots, the Farm Bureau committee and 
representatives from the various Farm 
Centers will attempt to cooperate in revis- 
ing them. If a land value is the 
wrong basis, these conferences un- 
doubtedly bring this out.” 

One _ representative will 
from each Farm Center to work with 
the district deputy. In some districts, 
where there are more than one center, 
this will result in the eooperation of two 
three center representatives. Confer- 
ences will be called over as long a period 
as is necessary to adjust any inequalities, 
and in these conferences representatives ov 
various civic organizations will be asked 
to participate. Thus the Farm Bureau 
cover every piece of taxable 
property in the county, farm land as well 
as city land, with competent representa- 
tives to cooperate in each case. 

General Committee at Work 

After the completion of the work by 
the center members, a general committee 
made up of representatives from _ the 
county at large will meet and combine 
the efforts of the various districts. 

“We expect that the conferences will 
go on at various intervals for 
months, or until the districts are entirely 
covered. Men who are thoroughly con- 
versant with values and conditions in 
their various districts will he selected 
by the centers to represent these dis- 
tricts,’ Mr. Kipf said. “These men will 
come prepared to give of their time and 
experience to the proper equalization of 
values, and there will be no rule of thumb 
methods in the work of the committees.

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“EDUCATIONAL POLICY SHOWING 
RESULTS IN SMALLER NUM- 
BER OF FIRES 





San Bernardino Mountains have 
more visitors than Yosemite with its 


‘great flood of beauty-seekers, said} 


Deputy Forest Supervisor F. J. Jeken 
recently when speaking of the fire 
danger in the mountains near here, 


“But in spite of that,” said Mr.| 


Jeken, “the number of fires is small- 
‘er than it was ten years ago when 
‘there were fewer people going to the 
mountains by thousands. 

“The reason for that,’ he con- 
‘tinued, “is the educational publicity 
campaign which the forest service 
is conducting. 

“That doesn’t mean,” he continued, 
“that we can feel safe about the 
‘fire menace. As far as the local 
‘people are concerned we really aren’t 
‘greatly worried. They have been 
‘told the dangers of carelessness with 
‘cigarettes, matches and fires and so 
they protect the timber by observing 
the rules that have been made. 

“It is the outsider,’ he pointed 
out, “who doesn’t appreciate the ser- 
‘fous results that may follow a single 
‘cigarette or lighted match thrown 
"by the wayside. 

“J have talked to some of them 
and when they see the dense green 
brush and the green trees higher up 
they insist, ‘Why, that can’t burn. 
It’s green!’ 

“But if they had ever seen a fire 


-start at the bottom of a hill, as I 


did once, and had seen it go clear to 
the top in 35 minutes, they might 
That underbrush flares 
‘up like gasoline. I’ve seen it get 
into the tops of the trees and spread 
like flaming oil. I once saw it jump 
‘a space of 200 feet. 


“And then they say it won't burn! | 


They go up to where the timber is 
ana wonder how a fire can ever get 
‘beyond control when a gre neces- 
sarily has to start at the bottom. 
‘They wouldn’t wonder if they saw 
‘one. Usually it starts in the brush 
‘country and spreads into the timber, 
where it goes to the top of the 
trees. When it gets there it’s al- 
most beyond control and just burns 
itself out, sometimes ruining thou- 
sands of acres of timber.” 

He went on to, tell how the fire, 
once in the treetops, gathers speed 
and leaps from tree to tree, Blazing 
branches fall and set fire to the 
‘brush and scrub below and soon it 
is a seething mass of flame which 
dies out only when it burns itself 
out or when an adverse wind ills it. 

“As a rule,” he said, “the young 
‘people are more careful than their 
‘parents. The youngsters have had 
it drilled into them in school just 
how dangerous and destructive a 
slight bit of carelessness can be. 
The older folks know only what they 
have gotten from casual reading. 
Even at that, most local people are 
careful. People from the outside are 
the ones we have to watch the most. 
‘They read our signs but they won't

That the walnut industry in San 
Bernardino County is making un- 


usually rapid strides is indicated by 
the fact that this county will harvest 


538 tons of walnuts this fall, against 
a production amounting to 424 tons 
a year ago. 

Practically all of this production 
comes from the Chino district, which 
has developed a remarkably fine lot 
of walnut groves during the last 
seven years. San Bernardino County 
now stands fifth in the state as a 
walnut producer, nosing out Santa 
Clara County this year by the small 
margin of about ten tons, it is be- 
lieved.

the Growers 
Association, under the direction of 
Carlyle Thorpe, its general manager, 
indicates that the total production 
of the state this year will likely be; 
in the neighborhood of 29,078 tons, 
or about 16.2 per cent more than the 
1922 harvest. 

A conservative estimate indicates 
that 27,813 tons will be grown this | 
year in the southern counties of the 
state and that 1,265 tons will be har-| 
vested north of the Tehachapi. Los | 
Angeles County is expected to pro-| 
duce 9,018 tons; against 8,851 tons 
for Orange County; 6,397 tons for 
Ventura County; 2,644 tons for Santa 
Barbara County; 538 tons for San 
Bernardino County; 530 tons for 
Santa Clara County, and 370 tons | 
for Riverside County. | 

According to the Association esti- 
| mate, the three biggest producing

County Given Distinction 

This is a distinction probably 
not accorded any county in the 
United States, according to M. A. 
Kipf, executive secretary of the 
Farm Bureau, who received notice 
of Mr. Peters’ election yesterday. 

The Mutual Orange Distribu- 
tors recently announced that their 
organization would represent the 
California citrus growers in the 
federation. One Florida citrus 
cooperative association will later 
be admitted. 

The Federated Fruit & Vege- 
table Growers was started a little 
over a year ago and was largely 
sponsored by the National Farm 
Bureau Federation. With initial 
eontracts for 100,000 cars of Fruit 
the first year, the association 
promises to be one of the largest 
if not the largest cooperative 
body in America. 





Form Agencies in Distribution 

At present distributing agencies 
are being established in all 
stragetiec centers of population 
The aim of the federation is to 
handle all lines of fruits and 
vegetables nationally. One over- 
head will be borne by dozens of 
various cooperating members. As 
these members are themselves co- 
operative organizations the saving 
will be one which will benefit the 
grower directly in the shipment 
of his produce. 

Other organizations have dem- 
onstrated the advantage of mar- 
keting a varied line of produce, 
including fruits and vegetables, 
but none of these of large size 
has been a cooperative associa- 
tion.
